lug ami following tile Spanish war 
We had no constitutional warrant to 
hold aud administer the Philippines. 
but it was done. 
Later the supreme 
court made nu iinconstiliitioniil deci­ 
sion Iii regard to file islands, but It was 
necessary if the United States was to 
retain control of those distant hisses 
•IOU A. 
Iii Hie present w ar congress and the 
president will do what Is necessary to 
make our part a success even lf the 
constitution is strained and perhaps 
broken In places.
